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CLEVELAND TELLS 
WHY HE VETOED IT. 


REASONS GIVEN FOR NOT SIGN­ 
ING T H E BLAND B ILL. 


In His M essage He Says the Measure 
is 
Loosely D raw n—Silver 
Men 
Seem Unable to Combine on a Plan 
to Meet the 
Emergency 
That 
Arises. 


W a sh in g t o n, March 30.—Long be­ 
fore the house was called to order yes 
terday the news had spread over the 
door th at the President had veoted 
the seigniorage bill. 
Mr. Bland was 
not present a t the time and messeng­ 
ers who w ent to find him were unable 
to do so, 
and consequently there 
was 
no 
means 
of 
ascertain­ 
ing 
from 
the 
leading 
authority 
in 
the 
silver 
camp 
w hat 
would be the program. 
Among his 
followers three different courses were 
suggested. 
One was th at the house 
should proceed a t once to the consider­ 
ation of the veto and attem pt to pass 
the 
bill by a tw o-thirds vote. 
A 
second was th at the feelings of con­ 
servative silver men should be spared, 
the bill referred to the committee 
on coinage and 
the 
minority 
of 
toe committee given 
a chance to 
join in a report against overriding the 
veto if they desired before any more 
steps were taken. 
The third and last 
proposal was to let the whole business 
go till the senate could act on the 
tariff bill and then to tack to the end of 
th at measure a clause providing for the 
coinage of the seigniorage, so th at 
the President would be 
compelled 
either to veto the whole tariff bill or 
to approve the seigniorage provision. 
The advocates of this scheme answered 
the objection th a t a seigniorage clause 
would not be germane to the tariff bill 
by saying th a t the coinage of seignior­ 
age would add to the revenues of the 
government and therefore belonged 
properly in a revenue measure. 
The President's objections to the 
bill, in brief, are th at it is loosely 
draw n and would rob us of our gold. 
He says he believes the coinage of the 
bullion seigniorage m ight be safely 
and advantageously done provided au­ 
thority were given the secretary of the 
treasury to issue bonds a t a low rate 
of interest. 
He expresses a hope for a 
comprehensive adjustm ent of our mon* 
rtarv affairs in a short time in a way 
to accord to silver its proper place in 
our currency. 
The veto message reached the house 
at 12:24 in the midst of a roll call, 
which was suspended long enough to 
perm it the President's secretary to 
perform his errand. 
After th a t the 
members on both sides of the house 
gathered in groups for conversation so 
th a t 
a t 
times 
the 
clerk’s voice 
could scarcely be heard above the din. 
The speaker was so eager to learn the 
contents of the message th at he tore 
open the envelope a t once and buried 
himself in its contents. 
Meanwhile 
printed copies Iu d been circulated in 
the press gallery and the few surplus 
copies which remained undistributed 
were eagerly sought by democratic 
members. 
The filibustering tactics of the last 
few days were continued and the pre­ 
sentation of the message was further 
deferred by rollcall* 
Meanwhile the 
message had been generally read and 
digested on the democratic side and 
members had exchanged views. 
The 
«entim ent among the sound money 
men a t the first consideration was th at 
it was strongest in the earlier para­ 
graphs. 
The 
only 
criticism 
was 
on the closing 
suggestion 
about 
the 
practicability 
of 
coining 
the seigniorage in connection w ith the 
issue of low-rate bonds. 
The argu­ 
m ents against this were th at it would 
be like putting poison and antidote 
into the same vessel. 
They would 
neutralize each other's effects. The 
coinage of the seigniorage would, it 
was claimed, depress the m arket for 
th e bonds, while the only purpose for 
which the bonds would need to be 
issued would be the avoidance of any 
more silver legislation. 
In his message the President says: 
“The financial disturbance which 
*«vept over the country during the last 
year was unparalleled in its severity 
■And disastrous consequences. 
There 
seemed to be almost an entire dis­ 
placem ent of faith in our financial 
ability and a loss of confidence in our 
fiscal policy. 
Among those who a t­ 
tem pted to assign causes for our dis- 
t .ess it was generally conceded th a t the 
^Deration of a provision of law then in 
force which required the government 
to purchase m onthly a large am ount 
•ti silver bullion and issue its notes in 
p - .y i n e n t therefor was either entirely 
iv to a 
large 
extent 
responsible 
for 
our 
condition. 
This 
led 
to 
tim repeal on the 1st day of Novem­ 
ber, 1S93. of this statutory provision. 
We had, however, fallen so low in the 
depths of depression and tim idity and 
apprehension had so completely gained 
control in financial circles th a t our 
rapid recuperation could not be rea­ 
sonably expected. 
Our recovery ha* 
nevertheless, steadily progressed, and 
though less than five months have 
elapsed 
since 
the 
repeal 
of the 
mischievous silver-purchase require­ 
ment, a wholesome improvement is un­ 
m istakably apparent. 
Confidence in 
our absolute solvency is to such an ex­ 
ten t reinstated and faith in our dispo­ 
sition to adhere to sound financial 
methods is so far restored as to pro­ 
duce the most encouraging results 
both a t home and abroad. 
“ I believe th at if the bill under con­ 
sideration should become a law it 


would be regarded as a retrogression 
from the financial intentions indulged 
bv 
our 
recent 
repeal 
of 
the 
provision 
forcing 
silver 
bullion 
purchases; 
th at 
it 
won IJ 
weaker1, if it did not destroy, return­ 
ing faith and confidence in our sound 
financial tendencies, and that as a con­ 
sequence our progress to renewed Bus­ 
iness health would be unfortun italy 
checked end a return to our recant dis­ 
tressing plight seriously threatened. 
“Considering the present intrinsic re­ 
lation between gold and silver the 
maintenance of the parity between the 
two metals, as mentioned in this law, 
can mean nothing less than the main­ 
tenance of such a parity in the estima­ 
tion and confidence of the people who 
use our money in their daily transac­ 
tions. 
Manifestly, the maintenance 
of this parity can only be accom­ 
plished, so far as it is affected by 
these treasury notes and in the esti­ 
mation of the holders of the same, 
by giving to such holders on their re­ 
demption the coin, w hether it is gold 
or silver, which they prefer. 
It fol­ 
lows that while in terms the lawT leaves 
the choice of coin to be paid on such 
redemption to the discretion of the 
secretary of the treasury, the exercise 
of this discretion, if opposed to the de­ 
mands of the holder, is entirely incon­ 
sistent w ith the effective and benefi­ 
cial maintenance of the parity between 
the two metals. 
“If both gold and silver are to serve 
as money, and if they together are to 
our people a safe and stable currency, 
the necessity of preserving this parity 
is obvious. 
Such necessity bas been 
repeatedly conceded in the platform s 
of both political parties and in our 
federal statutes. 
It is nowhere more 
emphatically recognized than in the re­ 
cent law’ which repealed the provision 
under which the bullion now on hand 
was purchased. 
The law insists upon 
the “maintenance of the parity in 
value of the coins of the two metals 
and the equal power a t all times in the 
m arkets and in the payment of debts.” 
“The secretary of the treasury has, 
therefore, for the best of reasons not 
only complied with every demand for 
the redemption of these treasury notes 
in gold, but the present situation, as 
well as the letter and spirit of the law, 
appear plainly to justify, if they do 
not enjoin upon him, a continuation 
of such redemption. 
“The entire bill is most unfortu­ 
nately constructed. 
Nearly every sen­ 
tence presents uncertainty and invites 
controversy as to its meaning and in­ 
te n t 
The first section is especially 
faulty in this respect and it is ex­ 
trem ely doubtful whether its 
lan­ 
guage will perm it the consummation 
of its supposed purposes. 
I am led to 
believe th at the promoters of the bill 
intended in this section to provide for 
the coinage of the bullion constitut­ 
ing the gain or seigniorage, as it is 
called, into standard silver dollars, 
and yet there is positively nothing in 
the section to prevent its coinage into 
any description of silver coins now 
authorized under any existing law. 
I 
suppose this section was also intended, 
in case the needs of the treasury 
call for money faster than the seigni­ 
orage bullion could actually be coined, 
to permit the issue of silver certifi- 
i cates in advance of any coinage; but 
its language 
would seem to permit 
the issuance of such certificntes to 
double the amount of the seigniorage 
as stated, one-half of which would not 
represent an ounce of silver in the 
treasury. 
Tile debate upon this sec­ 
tion in the congress developed an 
earnest and positive difference 
of 
opinion as to its object and m eaning 
In any event I am clear th a t the pres­ 
ent perplexities and embarrassm ents 
of the secretary of the treasury ought 
not to be augmented by devolving upon 
him the execution of a law so uncer­ 
tain and confused. ’’ 
* ‘I 
wish 
to 
earnestly 
present 
the desirability of granting to the sec­ 
retary of the treasury a better power 
than now exists to issue bonds to pio- 
tect our gold reserve when for any rea­ 
son it should be necessary. Our curren­ 
cy is in such a confused condition and 
our financial affairs are apt to assume 
a t any time so critical a position th at 
it seems to me such a course is dic­ 
tated by ordinary prudence. 
I am 
not insensible 
to 
the 
argum ents 
in favor tff 
coining 
the 
bullion 
seigniorage 
now 
in 
the 
treas­ 
ury, and I believe it could be done 
safely and with advantage if the sec­ 
retary of the treasury had the power 
to issue bonds at a low rate of interest 
under authority in substitution of that 
now existing and better suited to the 
protection of the treasury. 
“I hope a way will present itself in 
the near future for the adjustm ent of 
our m onetary affairs in such a com­ 
prehensive and conservative manner as 
will afford to silver its proper place in 
our currency, but in the meantime I 
am extreme!}* solicitous th at whatever 
action we lake on this subject may be 
such as to prevent loss and discour­ 
agem ent to our people at home and 
the destruction of confidence in our 
financial managem ent abroad.” 
Ilia tid Blake* H is Statem ent. 
Representative Bland, author of the 
bill, authorized the following state­ 
m ent concerning the veto and its effect 
upon the future of silver: 
“The main point of the veto is th at 
the President does not wish to infuse 
into the currency any more silver until 
he has more bonds and a greater gold 
reserve. 
The first section of the bill 
provides for the coinage of the bullion 
held under the Sherman act. 
That act 
provides th at the bullion shall be 
coined into standard silver dollars. 
The Snertnan act is not repealed, 
and 
hence 
the 
President’s obser­ 
vation th at 
it. is 
not clear into 
w hat kinds of coins the bullion shall 
be struck is not lawyerlike.

John C. Breckinridge, soon 
afterw ard moved to Jefferson, Pa., to 
accept the presidency of the college, 
and in 1847 to Lexington to take 
the pastorate of the Presbyterian 
church. 
He had taken his diploma at 
Center college.

T hat even­ 
ing they took a carriage ride together 
and during the ride the following in­ 
cident occurred: 
“After we had driven some dis­ 
tance,” he said, “she took off her hat 
and put it on the front seat 
I put my 
arm around her. 
There were no pro­ 
testations on my p a rt 
No offer of 
love. 
W hat occurred occurren in the 
natural way. I put my arm around her 
and drew her to me. 
There was no 
outcry by her, no resistance.” 
Then he told of giving the woman a 
present, forcing her to take i t 
“Adjourn the court.” shouted Judge 
Bradley, who had sat through the nar­ 
rative with his head averted and eyes 
closed, and the court adjourned.

LABOR RECOGNIZED BY 
LAW. 


Union Pacific W age Q uestion to B e De­ 
cided In Court. 
O m a h a . Neb., March 30.—General 
Solicitor Thurston of the Union Pacific 
yesterday proposed to the employes 
th at they refer the wage question to a 
commissioner instead of trying it in 
court. Grand Chiefs Arthur, Clark, Sar­ 
gent, and Wilkinson and their atto r­ 
neys expressed themselves as not favor­ 
able to this plan. The grand chiefs say 
th at they w ant first to have certain 
principles of law laid down. 
The 
principal questions which they wish 
passed upon are the status of labor or­ 
ganizations, the question of construc­ 
tive mileage, especially on the moun­ 
tain divisions, and the stability of 
rules and regulations governing em­ 
ploym ent 
Judge Caldwell decided 
th at as long us the m atter had been 
taken to the court it might as well be 
settled there. 
This is the first time 
th at labor has been recognized by law.

A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name an d residence 
will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which m ust have endorsed thereon 
the names or initals of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. 
Upon 
receiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone, to a booth or com partm ent, and 
prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to tK^ 
proper m anner of m arking a ballot but he must not advise or indicate ia any 
manner whom to vote for, 
The voter will make a (X) cross in the square a t 
the right and opposite the name of the candidate he wishes to vote for. 
If 
he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on th e 
ballot, he must w rite the name in the blank space under the printed name of 
*he candidate for the offiOe and make a (X) cross in the square a t the rig h t on 
it. 
The ballot should not be marked im any other manner. 
If the ballot be 
spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who m ust issue another in ite 
stead, b a t not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes’ time is 
allowed in booth to m ark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in m arking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so th a t any person can see how 
it bas been marked by the voter. 
A fter it is marked it should be folded so 
th at the inside cannot be seen but so th at the printed endorsement and signa­ 
tures of the ballot clerks on outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass 
out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, 
hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. 
A voter who declares to the presiding offi^ r th at be is unable to read or th a i 
by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot can have th e 
assistance of one or two election officers in m arking (.ame to be chosen by th e 
voter. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his discretion as to 
such person s disability.

OLMSTEAD TRIES 
TO KILL HIMSELF. 


W ILLIA M C LIFFO R D ’S ASSAIL­ 
ANT W A N TS TO DIE TOO. 


NSANE MAN SA NG AND PREA C H ED 


Butting His Brains Out Against the 
Cell W alls and Self Strangulation 
W ere the Means He Employed— 
Clifford Is in a Fair W ay to Stir* 
vive. 


Guy T. Olmstead, the man who shot 
Letter Carrier Clifford a t the corner of 
Madison and Clark streets Wednesday 
noon, made several attem ps to commit 
suicide yesterday 
at the Harrison 
street station. All night a close watch 
was kept over the prisoner, but he 
seemed to be quiet and slept most of 
the time. 
About S o'clock in the morning he 
awakened suddenly and asked Officer 
Patrick Bergen, who was on guard be­ 
fore the cell, w hat time it was. 
Then 
he became silent, and for an hour did 
not speak. 
He was reclining on a low 
bench in the cell, and 
eemed to be 
resting quietly. 
Suddenly, however, 
before the officer realized bi9 inten­ 
tion, Olmstead spt&ng up and began 
beating his head against the wall in 
the cell. 
Bergen quickly entered and 
seized him before he had seriously in­ 
jured himself. 
“ Let me alone!” cried Olmstead. “ I 
know w hat I am doing.” 
After this for a time be was quiet, 
but during the morning he made two 
additional attem pts of the same na­ 
ture, but each time was prevented by 
Bergen from doing himeelf any injury. 
At another time he was discovered 
clutching at his throat with the evi­ 
dent purpose of strangling himself, 
but in this case he was equally unsuc­ 
cessful as the officer was in readiness 
at any moment to place him under 
restraint if necessary. 
It is the opinion of the officers who 
have been w atching him closely th at 
he is demented. 
He refuses to talk 
when spoken to, and his actions are 
not those of a sane man. 
The condition of Clifford was un­ 
changed during the day at the Presby­ 
terian hospital. 
The physicians were 
successful in their efforts to extract 
the bullets, and after this operation 
Clifford seemed to rally in a marked 
manner. The physicians now say th at 
his recovery is assured, unless blood- 
poisoning sets in.
